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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 


In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  cooperative  State-town 
program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  appointed,  by  the  Director, 
Division  of  Resources  Development  upon  recommendation  of  the  Se- 
lectmen and  the  State's  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is  responsible  for 
fire  suppression  and  other  related  duties.  Thef  State  shares  equally 
with  the  town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires,  except  illegal  and  care- 
less fires,  which  are  charged  to  the  responsible  party.  The  State  fur- 
ther provides  fire  detection  services,  prevention  programs,  fire  training 
for  town  wardens  and  crews,  and  back  up  equipment  for  fire  suppres- 
sion. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  controls  all 
outside  burning  in  his  town  except  backyard  cooking  fires.  Any  person 
wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow 
must  obtain  a  fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from  the  Town  Forest  Fire  War- 
den. No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00 
P.M.  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for  commercial  purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be  an  extremely 
useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once  allowed  to  run  wild  it  can 
become  a  disastrous  and  devastating  force.  Only  you  can  prevent  a  for- 
est fire.

Services  available  to  Goshen  were:  Care  of  the  sick  and  injured, 
crippled  children's  services  and  follow-up,  care  of  the  mentally  ill  and 
mentally  retarded,  care  and  treatment  of  communicable  diseases,  teach- 
ing of  the  patients  and  their  families  regarding  nutrition,  proper  care, 
and  ways  to  make  the  patient  comfortable  with  the  least  effort  on 
the  family  members.  The  Home  Health  Agency  nurses  are  also  a  great 
source  of  information  about  other  resources  that  the  patient  and  fam- 
ily should  or  could  use. 

Goshen  patients  who  were  in  the  Newport  Hospital  and  needed 
post-hospital  care  or  planning  for  care,  were  assisted  by  an  Agency 
nurse  as  a  hospital  referral  coordinator. 

A  Well  Baby  Clinic  was  established  so  that  those  who  cannot  af- 
ford regular  baby  physicals  and  medical  evaluations  may  be  seen  by 
a  doctor  and  nurses  on  a  regular  basis. 

The  Agency  has  been  able  to  maintain  and  promote  programs  that 
make  total  and  comprehensive  nursing  care  available  to  the  people  of 
Goshen. 

Because  the  Agency  is  Certified,  Medicare  patients  in  participating 
towns  are  eligible  to  have  visits  that  are  ordered  by  their  doctors 
covered  by  Medicare.  All  the  services  provided  are  equally  available 
to  people  of  all  ages  and  incomes.  Many  insurances  will  help  pay  for 
visits.  Patient  payments  are  based  on  a  sliding  scale  according  to  in- 
come and  size  of  the  family. 

Town  funds  given  to  the  Agency  were  used  to  make  up  the  dif- 
ference when  the  sliding  scale  was  applied,  to  pay  for  services  not 
charged  for,  and  to  maintain  and  improve  the  services  so  that  they 
are  available  as  needed. 

Goshen  did  not  continue  to  participate  in  the  Agency  after  July  31, 
1972.  In  y2  year  there  were:

10  Free   Immunization   Clinics  —  16   Goshen  children  attended.

It  was  possible  to  carry  out  a  project  on  the  building  so  that  the 
library  area  was  more  than  doubled  in  size  and  corrections  were  made 
to  the  roof  design  in  this  area.  The  details  of  this  project  were  con- 
ceived and  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Chairman,  Stanley 
Williamson.  He  deserves  much  credit  for  his  time,  interest,  and  efforts. 

LIBRARY  SERVICE 

The  addition  to  the  Library  area  made  it  possible  to  include  space 
for  shelving,  tables,  and  other  materials  for  cataloguing  and  mainten- 
nance. 

The  services  of  Mrs.  Ruth  LeClair  were  obtained  as  a  Library  Aide 
to  work  with  pupils  and  teachers.  This  will  include  work  in  proper 
library  usage,  purchase  of  adequate  library  collections  and  service  as  a 
resource  person  for  children  and  staff.  This  added  service  will  be  one 
step  toward  complying  with  New  Hampshire  Minimum  Standards. 

MINIMUM  STANDARDS 

A  tentative  time  sequence  has  been  established  for  compliance. 

SCHEDULE  OF  IMPLEMENTATION: 

School  Year 

1972-73        Library  Service 

Health  Education  (Union-wide  study) 
A  curriculum  study  is  underway.  The  needs  of  the  Goshen- 
Lempster  School  will  be  included,  with  the  expectation  of 
the  completion  of  a  Curriculum  Guide  for  use  in  1973-74. 
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1973-74        Principalship  Requirements. 

Provide  some  released  time  for  the  designated  Head  Teach- 
er to  perform  some  supervisory  responsibilities. 

1974-75        Art  Education. 

Attempt  to  build  up  additional  teaching  materials  and 
equipment  for  greater  staff  effectiveness  in  this  area.  In- 
vestigate opportunities  to  provide  a  part-time  qualified 
teacher  whose  services  might  be  shared  with  other  districts. 

1975-76        Special  Education. 

Continue  to  explore  possibilities  of  sharing  trained  per- 
sonnel with  other  districts  or  tuitioning  Special  Education 
students  to  a  school  offering  this  program. 

1976-78        Guidance  Service  and  Physical  Education. 

Work  to  provide  specialized  personnel  in  these  areas. 

The  practicability  of  implementation  will  be  influenced  largely  by 
the  approach  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  takes  toward  school  funding. 
The  present  situation  makes  implementation  more  theoretical  than 
actual.  Pending  court  decisions  could  drastically  effect  the  present 
situation. 


CONCLUSION 

Goshen-Lempster  School  is  well-served  by  the  Wilber  Campbells, 
the  Charles  Newtons,  and  Mrs.  Connie  Hooper,  in  transportation,  cus- 
todial, and  lunch  services.  These  persons  who  provide  these  services 
are  too  often  taken  for  granted  and  not  given  the  recognition  they 
deserve.

We  were  able  to  combine  a  needed  roofing  job  with  the  desired  library 
expansion  to  qualify  for  state  aid  in  this  project. 

Mrs.  Marjorie  Patterson  has  returned  to  teach  first  grade  as  have 
Miss  Jan  Bradeen  in  grades  2  and  3  and  Mrs.  Ethel  Jarvis  in  grades  4 
and  5.  The  sixth  and  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  shared  between 
Mrs.  Irene  Cain,  teaching  Math  and  English,  and  Mr.  James  Russell 
teaching  Social  Studies  and  Science. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Barrett  on  a  three-day-a- 
week  basis,  under  the  federally  funded  Title  I  Reading  Program.  Mr. 
A.  J.  Soucy,  Teacher  Consultant,  administers  the  Title  I  Program,  as 
well  as  ably  assisting  the  teachers  in  the  school.  Mrs.  Mary  Ann 
Thomas,  teaching  Music  one  day  per  week,  rounds  out  our  teaching  staff. 

The  year  started  out  on  a  musical  note,  with  a  January  appear- 
ance of  Mr.  Earl  North's  Newport  High  School  band  for  an  afternoon 
of  music  that  interested  all. 

The  Spring  Variety  Show  let  us  find  out  about  the  hidden  talents 
of  the  children  of  the  Goshen-Lempster  School.  A  large  crowd  packed 
the  cafeteria  to  enjoy  the  singing,  dancing  and  acting  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mrs.  Thomas  and  Mrs.  Jarvis. 

With  June  and  graduation  approaching  the  eighth  graders  spent  a 
morning  at  Newport  High  School  trying  to  find  out  what  lay  ahead  of 
them.  Mr.  Herbert  Williams,  Director  of  Guidance,  then  came  to  the 
school  to  assist  the  graduates  in  course  selection. 

The  graduates  made  their  class  trip  to  the  Boston  Museum  of 
Science  and  Canobie  Lake  Park.  Graduation  was  held  June  16th  in 
the  school  auditorium.
